King Edward's military uniforms and 
diplomatic. outfits constitute the most 
expensive and extensive portion of his 
Wardrobe.

After the reservation has been opened 
they will have the right to lease their 
lands to the whites, and will probably 
rent them out on twenty-one-year con- 
tracts, After that time they can Sell, 
and eventually all the lands will. belong 
to the whites. 

The Mountain Markets. 

One advantage that the settlers 
will have over those of other new regions 
will be the-markets of Montana. This 
state is largely devoted to mining, anc 
there is a strong demand for all kinis 
of food crops at high prices. Timothy 
tay, for. instance, is now selling here 
at $15 or $16,a ton, and oats bring a 
pound. Wheat sells at extraor- 
prices to the local mills, and 
the most of that raised is made into 
flour for home consumption. The ‘ve- 
mainder goes to the Pacific coast, where 
it 1s especially prized for making crack- 
erg and pastry. 

The Hot Springs Region. 

This Flathead country is already a 
realth resort. It ts visited by tourists 
during the summer, and there are farm- 
ers who are settling here on account of 
the climate. The reservation has eigh*

The Flathead Indians. 

But let me tell you something about the 
who own these lands. They are 
Fiatheads, but their craniums are | 
of the same shape as those of other In- 
dian tribes, and there is no evidence that 
they have ever (flattened their heads 
by. having them tied to boards when they 
were babies, ag gid some of the Indians 
of the lower Columbia river. Thev are 
really good looking people and are espe- 
cially friendly with the whites. They 
were well spoken of by Lewis and Clark 
when they made thelr expedition across 
the continent, and it is one of their 
boasts today that they have never shed 


of tn 


the blood of a white man. 

The Flatheads are not many in num- 
ber. They have never exceeded 2,000, 
end there are perhaps just about tha’ 
many today. In the allotment they are 
to have eighty acres each, which will 
give every family two or three hundred 
acres. 


Wil@dtrse Island and «ts Buffaloes 

Most of these Indians are engaged Jn 
farming. Nearly al] own more or less 
stogk, and there are several who ars 
ncw raising buffaloes and cross-breed- 
ing them. There jis an fsland in Flathead 
lake known as the Wild Horse island 
This {is a great grazing ground for the 
buffalo herds. The animals are taken 
to it on steamers. They are loaded ty 
means of a windlass. which gradually 
drags them wp the gangway and unto 
the deck. ‘This is no easy matter, for 
buffaloes are wonderfully strong, ag’ ‘s 
shown by a bull which recently thrust 
its horn through a six-by-six-inch guard 
rail while loading. 

One of the largest herds of buffaloes 
here is owned by a man named Pablo and 
the heirs of a half-breed Indian named 
Allard. It contains 300 buffaloes, and 
it is sgid to be the largest fn the United 
States. It was started with six calves, 
which were brought across the Rockies, 
and added to from time to time. 


Raising Buffaloes for Profit. 


The men who have this herd have 
gone into a regular Dusiness of breed- 
ing buffaloes for profit, and I am_ told 


that it pays very wel. The animals are 
wanted for the various z0ological gar- 
dens, and also for city parks, and zood- 
sized ones will bring from $250 to %$300 
apiec®. The animals are brought to Kall- 
and sent out by ex- 


spell for shipment, 

press in crates, just as prize sheep are 
crated for the same purpose. The Con- 
rad estate has about sixty buffaloes, 
which it keeps inside fences, handling 
them like domestic cattle. The animals 
are quiet and safe enough if one does 


10t venture near them on foot. 


From these two herds Kalispell now 
and then gets a feast of buffalo meat. 
This {s usually the case at Christmas, 


when the local butchers will buy a buf- 
falo to kill, retafling the meat at 50 
cents a pound. The meat has all ‘ihe 
tenderness and juiciness of a fell-bred 
shorthorn, and at the same time § the 
flavor of the wild deer of the Rockies. 
In addftion, the hide brings in at least a 


hundred dollars, and the buffalo head 
sells for sixty or seventy-five dollars. 
so that a single animal] thus killed pays 
very well, 

Half-Bred Buffaloes, 

I have been told that these people are 
crossing the buffalo with domestic cat- 
tle. 

I have not seen the results, and give 


the story as told to me. The _ favorite 
breeds for crossing are the Aberdeen 
Angus and Galloway, and the results are 
animals much like the buffaloes, with a 
rich, velvety black .or brown fur. The 
Skins are sald to make beautiful coats. 
but the herds are not as valuable 
those of the pure buffaloes.

STAR DISCOVERER HONORED.

Cambridge, Mass.—Mrs. Wilhelmina Pa- 
Fleming, who has achieved fame 
her discovery of stars in con- 
nection with her work as curator of as- 
tronomical photographs at the Harvard 
observatory, hag been elected a member 
of the Royal Astronomical Society of 
London. She is the first American 
woman and the third of her sex to re- 
ceive such honors. Previous woman 
members of the society are Lady Huggins 
and Agnes M. Clarke. 

More star discoveries are credited to 
Mrs. Fleming than to any other person 
in the history of science. This talented 
woman, however, attributes her success 
not to herself, but to the equipment 
whereby she works.

A Cotton Mill Town. 

Laurens is a cotton mill town, tn 
all of the cities of the Piedmogt 
depend to a great extent upon the 
tiie industry. Laurens has one of the 
largest mills of the state, known as the 
Laurens mills, over the control of which | 
there has been considerable litigation in | 
thé técent past. Now all legal complica- | 
tions have been .satisfactorily. adjusted | 
ani the mill, containing 1,800 looms 
45,000 spindles, is in full operation, 
ing employment to 600 people. It 
bullt in 1986 at a cost. of $350,000, 
which time alterations and additions have 
been made, increasing the investment to 
probably $500,000. 

There is also another very large mill 
here, making fine print cloths and fancy 
goods. 

Just a few miles west of the city is the 
location of the Ware Shoals mills, under | 
the control of the Laurens mills. This | 
property, representing an investment of 
$1,000,000, will be in operation by or 
before July !. The mills will be run by'/! 
the shoals, from which 5,000 horse-power | 
has already been developed. 

The power from these shoals’ will be} 
transmitted to the city of Laurens for | 
power purposes and will be used by each} 
of the mills located tnere tn addition to 
lighting the city and operating all minor 
industrics. 

The Overall Industry. 

Not many months ago Mr. T. R. | 
Hudgens begun as an experiment an | 
overall factory, which has become a fix- | 
ture, a paying venture; the saJes of the 
establishment extending over five states} 
of the union. The concern, known as the 
Crescent company, has 4 capacity of 175 | 
dozen suits weekly, which is taxed to, 
auppliy the demand.

Large Real Estate Transactions. 

At no time in the history of Taurens 
has there been such activity in the real

the county to nearly $400,000. Since | 
January the sale of the Ben Della hotel 
for $15,400; a two-story building for
